TlM Conference held at Northfield. 
HaaaaobuaattSi was an International. 
Student Voltmteer Conference. One 
could not alt through one session of 
the Conferaaoe without hearing some 
■paaksr, with a thrill in his voice as 
though he were speaking of a miracle, 
refer to the few days lu ltt6 when a 
group of students met for a confer- 
ence ut Slount Hemion; for It was 
at that gathering that the biiudent 
Volunteer .Movemt-nt had Its birth. 
Mr. Robert I'. Wlldor, who U one. of 
the leaders in the Movement, in speak- 
ing of those days, said that when ho 
was at at. Hurmon with Dr, Mott a 
few years ago, he said to him: "Waa 
it true that one night thoiu ut that 
first conference you spent the wholu 
night in prayer?" He said, "Yes; more 
than one night." Under those trees, in 
their rooms, singly or in groups, meu 
were waiting on Ood; and out of 
that copferenca came the Student Vol- 
unteer Movement. Ia it any wonder 
tltat tO'day the progress of this 
Movement is so marked, when it hoJ 
such men as Jolm R. Mott to pray 
it into being, and take Its every in- 
terest aa their ownT Many students 
of men -and affairs believe that at thia 
quadrennial Student Volunteer Con- 
vention in 1918, at Northfield ^acroiiâ 
the river from Mount Hermon), (.no 
movement has had a re-blrtb. Be- 
cause of the war the attendance was 
sharply limited. The final enrolment 
was 404 undergraduates, 60 faculty 
members, 304 boards' members and 
others, making a total of 768. 

The comparatively small attendunce, 
Insisted upon because of the necessi- 
ties of the situation, made general 
conference feasIbic. On the Satur- 
day afternoon certain suggested steps 
were submitted to the whole company, 
and discussion was encouraged. All 
wore stirred by the ready response tu 
the forward call. It was not a ques- 
tion of whether a great advance step 
should be taken. That was settled. 
The only qiàery In any mind was, "In 
what dlrsotlon is our Lord leading us 
now?" A)I were eager for a new call 
in which those who could not fight In 
tha great war of the nations for moral 
and legal freedom could unite for 
conquest In the great struggle for a 
spiritual kingdom. The call was 
sounded; and that afternoon It was 
agreed not only tu lead 200,000 un- 
dergraduates in tho I'nitod Stales and 
Canada to study the life of Christ und 
Uts work in the world, but we are 
pledged to an unceasing effort to 
make His principles operative In in- 
dividual lives, und In the community 
life of the campers, the nation, and 
tho world. We have also undertaken 
to secure from our coUegea a great 
sum of money to help complete the 
evangelisation of the world,, and we 
have passed our word to serve our 
Lord by calling out from the colleges 
uur full share of a sufficient number 
of properly qualified men aAd women 
to make Him known to the ends of 
the earth. 

They were all interesting at North- 
field, for nothing helps more to make 
people interesting than to bo inter- 
ested — deeply Interested In some 
greatly worth-while project. But of 
the hundreds there are a few who 
stand out because of their relation to 
men and affairs. John R. Mott has 
presided at every ono of tho series of 
Volunteer Conferences, and waa the 
outstanding personality among the 
great persons present. Robert E. 
Speer, whose name is firmly linked 
with Or. MotVs, not only because of 
their common Interests, but through 
personal friendship, struck tlie deep 
spiritual note. No delegate will for- 
get Captain Laugo, a chaplain of tho 
French army, the three gold stripes 
on the sleeve of his uniform Indicat- 
ing that he Itad been three times 
wounded — ^twice at Verdun. He Is a 
prominent member of the French 
Student Movement Then there were 
others— Chang Po-llng, who was heard 
at one of tho .sessions, is said to be 
the leading educator among the young- 
er men of China. He Is president of 
the Nankal College, Tientsin, and is 
at present taking work at Columbia 
University, N.Y. Two of the leaders 
of the East Indian Delegation were 
Mr. HI vale and .Mr. de Pinto, whosj 
stirring addresses made such a deep 
impression at the closing session of 
tho Conference. One little Japanese 
lady, Klku Tshlharxsan, made a most 
appealing speech on that closing night 
She told of how she had been plan- 
ning for seven years to come all the 
way from Japan to this Conference, 
and she Was more happy that at last 
her (fresm had com^ true than she had 
ever been before. She said: "What I 
can't help wishing most as I look at 
so many of your Christian students is 
that you were all my chlldreni" The 
idea was so Impossible that a mur- 
mur of taught^ went over the audi- 
ence "Ah!" she said, "Toil wonder 
why I should wish this from my heart?

While I was llstpninR to the won- 
derful people giving out great thoughts 
it Northfield, I longed lo have a dic- 
taphone in good working order, re- 
cording every spoken word — but even 
then the personality of the speaker 
would be lost May I Just give you a 
few of the messages Which Impressed 
mo very deeply^ 

John R. Mott, in an address on the 
"Current World .Situation," said: "We 
are called by this shaken world, by 
this over-burdened world, by this suf- 
fering world, b ywhat I call this 
embittered world, by this teachable 
world and this unselfish world — we 
are summoned to prepare ourselves for 
vast reconstructive tasks. I would 
rather live now than in any time of 
which I have ever read or of which 
[ can aver dream. We go out of this 
Conference to enter Into faliowablp 
with the sufferings of the world. It is 
vain for us to send our lioys over 
there unless we' prepare to fill up 
their places and build the structur« 
of humanity again — for what need be 
It for a man tcf lay down his life for 
my sake, if T do not enter In." 

Robert E. Spee- gave a heart - 
searching talk that first afternoon, 
which I fancy I shall never forget 1 
hope I never shall. This was a small 
pa rt of 1 1 : 

"MaybP we miclii to hp there In 
the trenches this afternoon, or if we 
are not there, are our lives living by 
the same principles and for tha same 
great ends? In our own lives are we 
ready now to yield to Ood and to Uts 
service the same quality of loyalty and 
of sacrificial ministry which it has 
been demonstrated we can yield to 
the nation In a jireat hour like this? 
Why should I nni be as devoted to 
the cause of ev.intrlizinK the worl'l 
and winninR for Christ His suprein- 
acy in humanity .is I am In this pres- 
ent great issue to my nation in thi.i 
struggle? Why should we n<.l have 
thought of the same thrift and fru- 
gality and self-control, in the Interest 
of tba Kingdom of Ood that we are 
thinking now aad praetlalag to-day 
to the interest of a great struggle

"But wa must not let our thoughts 
be turned away from the enduring and 
the abiding by the Issues that Mre 
raised in a phase of the world's life i 
that will end soon, please Ood, and 
return no more. Let us ask ourselves 
the same «luestlons that we ought to 
be asking oiiiselvc:^ if this pecullor 
situation that we are facing now ware 
not upon the world. 

"Am I loving Jesus Christ as deep- 
ly and sincerely as I ought to-day? 
Ooing into the days which reach be- 
fore us now. is It with such a dear 
love for Him, a passion to please Him, 
a Joy |n his companionship, as 1 ought 
to . feel, remembering what He did, 
and what He does, and what He is7 
That must be the fundamental ques- 
tion, because it was the one that Jesus 
asked Simon that morning by the 
sea— Do you love me In the way you 
ought to love me? Do you to-day?' 
He leaves us to ask the question of 
ourselves here to-day. Am 1 loving 
Jesus Christ as I ought to love Him? 

"It Isn't a question of whether T c?n 
remember the timo when I began; 
maybe I slipped into it all so slowly 
that there is no hour on which I can 
lay my finger and say, 'Yes, it came 
to Us truth and fullness then.'

"It is important for us in these 
days of wonderful opportunity to 
pray, because it is In that way that 
we can come each to himself. The 
beginning of real effectiveness is when 
a man knows himself. Dr. Stalker, of 
Aberdeen, has written a book called ■ 
'The Four Men.' JI-; maintains that lo 
every one of us there are four men. 
first, the man in me that the world 
at large sees; secondly, the man in mc 
that my most Intimate friend sees; 
thirdly, the man In me that I my8(>ir 
see; and fourthly, the man in me 
that Ood sees. Of course It Is impor- 
tant that each one of these four men 
should be carefully guarded. Wa 
should so live that tha world at lar;{e 
will think well of us; and the man who 
loses the confidence of bis most In- 
timate friend Is a serious loser; and 
he who loses his uwn self -rfsprrt Is 
an pven more serious loser, iiut how 
about the fourth man, the man In 
you and me that Gott alone sees? Dur- 
ing these days, let us remember that If 
we pray as we should, it will not onl.v

The first movement "Vivace." open.n

with a f«w snstaining cliords as ac- 
companiinent. After four bars more 
played hy the whole, the solo violins 
are again independent, the other 
Etringa supporting them with an ac- 
companiment, and this policy of in- 
dependence and agreement is pursued 
throughout the movement. 

The second movement. "Largo ma 
non taato,* la 1S|S tina, la In the 



major Icey of F, and may be styled 
a 'Paatorale." The solo Instruments 
stand out well above those for the ac- 
companying strings. 

In the third, movtmant "Allegro," In 
the key of D minor, two short "mo- 
tives" are used, from which lo dw- 
velop the whole structure of the 
movement, the first being heard In 
tlie first four barg, and tlie t<econd in 
the sucoecdiiiB four bars. As In tin- 
second movetnent, the solo instrument.^ 
are heard all through Independently 
of the orchestra, although the lattei 
plays a much more important part in 
the development of this movement 
than it did in the second movement

Slavonic influence on Dvorak is 
plainly evident throughout this sym- 
phony, for, while none of the melodies 
In It can be strictly styled folk tunea.

The first movantant epana in a 
sombre manner, with an Introductory 
melody in the key of O minor, playad 
by the lower wind and striùed In- 
struments. This la Immediately fol- 
lowed by a chanted to the major key 
of O 1 single flute introducing a 
somewhat frisky melody, which may 
lie ! "carded as the first part of tho 
Iirinripal theme or subject; another 
portion being assigned a few bars lat- 
er on to the violas snd violoncellos. An 
episodical paaaage played aof|ly by 
tbe strings and oeeorrlac aawBkre 
else in the movemant Is aaafl te laad 
to the second aubjact which. Uka the 
first, is in two portlona, ona Id B 
minor, and the other In B major, both 
fir.st introduced by the wood wind In- 
struments. The "free fantasia." or 
"working out" aeetloa at tha mora' 



ment begins with the repetition of tbe 
Introductory minor melody, after 
which the material already provided 
by thai two portions of the principal 
theme are subjected to skilful cuu- 
trapunlal treatment wUh bold con- 
trasts as regards orchestral colouring, 
and with plenty i.f key chanyies. In 
due course, the introfluclory minor 
tnelody is again h»ard, this limo on 
the brass inslrumenls In an accom- 
paniment of chroiiin I ;o .si ale pa»sag<M 
by the strings. II ushers in the reel - 
pitulatlon — with tniire Mottled tonality 
— of the themes heard before in tne

Tbe second movement, an ".'Vdaglo" 
In the key of E flat, opens with a 
theme for strings cnly, which is fol- 
lowed by a curious duologue between 
the flutes and clarionets. This, in itn 
turn, gives way to a conversation be- 
tween the wood-wind and the atrings. 
after which the wood-wind Inatru- 
ments are allowed unhindered to play 
the original theme. With a change 'f 
key to C major, follows a beautiful 
and bright theme for flutes and clar- 
ionets over a light scale accompani- 
ment for the violins, affording a com- 
plete change to the dignified charac- 
ter of the first theme. In a mod>- 
tiad faiiB It la rapaated by a solo vio- 
lin with tba aeala aooompaniment 
traaatamd ta tha wood-idad. A lit- 
tla latar tba opaalnc thama la heard 
again, tha flnt half bain* played by 
tha fun orâMatra^ and tha laat half 
by the etringa alone.
